The backbone of all Korean Industries, the aaohinery Industry, la centered 
In Pyongyang, Wonsan, Haeju, Hungnaa, Slnulju, Chongjin, and Chlnnaapo. The 
rolling- stock plants In Pyongyang, Wonsan, Chongjin, the engineering- and ainlng- 
equipment manufacturing plant* In Pyongyang, Haeju, Miohon, Slnulju, and the Marine 
equipment plant* ir. Wonean, Chinnaispo, and Haeju all survived the period of 
Japanese imperialism, and are now achieving amazing progress In the production, 
repairing, and building of new Installations . 


The Industrie ■ Manufacturing engineering equipment end engines, mining, 
construction, textile, and electrio equipment have been rapidly reorganised 
either into plants manufacturing parte or plants manufacturing complete units* 
These essential Industries hare been consolidated into a pattern most applicable 
to Korea's Industrial syetaa. 


Since its establishment In 19 46, the Pyongyang Tool -Manufacturing Factory 
has succeeded In equipping itself oosq>letely. Several machine plants in Pyong- 
yang wore consolidated into this now factory. 


■The rolling-stock plants In Wonsan, Pyongyang, and Chongjin are steadily 
fulfilling the demand for locomotives ana rolling stock. Meanwhile, the elec- 
tric plants of the Pyongyang * lactic Center are promoting the electrical 
Industry, 


The mining- equipment manufacturing Industry Is comparatively ahead of other 
sa chine Industries In Korea, The Slnulju fecblne-Mmufacturlng Plant, the 
Pyongpuk Heavy-Industrial Plant, and the Munch on Machine -Manufacturing Plant 
hams assured the supply of several types of special mining equlp^nt, while the 
Pymg fr a ng Qiongpaek Plant has specialized in the manufacture of coal -mining 
equipment. 


A noteworthy fact i« tha site of the machine plants attached to the Iron 
mills, steel mills, chemical plants and other elated Indue tries. The machine 
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shops of the Hwangba© Iron Mill, Kangsun Steel,. Mill, Songjln Steel Mill, Hung- 
nam District People’s Factory, and other related plants are very small even 
considering the fact that these shops are tffcinly for repair work. 

Only by the existence of these machine shops was the nationalization of 
industries to which they are attached, and the materialization of the people ®o 
economic plans made possible despite such factors as industrial site, lack of 
coke, iron ore, electric power, and rare minerals. Because of the firmness of 
the democratic people’s policy, economy, and culture, a consolidation of these 
machine shops \ has passed the planning stage and is already nearing materializa- 
tion. It is" hoped that these machine shops nov attached to iron and steel mills 
will eventually become full-fledged machine plants. 

The Hwanghae Iren Mill is completely equipped with iron and steel foundries, 
a rolling mill, and numerous other installations, but the Japanese wartime eco- 
nomic policy in Korea uad© this plant almost worthless. The establishment of 
s steel- rolling mill, and a pipe foundry at the Kangs un Steel Mill in its second- 
quarter expansion plan is expected to be completed this year (l9^7)» They have 
launched the third-quarter expansion plan already. 

When the above-mentioned two large mills, the Hwanghae and Kangsun, are 
coordinated with the newly constructed Pyongyang Machine Plant, a huge heavy- 
industrial center will also encompass the Haeju *&chin©ry- Manufacturing Plant 
mifl the Chinnampo Shipbuilding Yard as veil* 

The Scngjln Steel Mill 1 b the most ideal machine-parts manufacturing plant. 
This plant’s steel -rolling facilities possess the fundamental advantages for a 
m chine plant. It is equipped with furnaces for alloys and special steel, a 
large blast furnace, and a polishing machine. This mill development of a direct- 
mnufacturing method for special tool steel, which would enable a conver- 

sion of this mill into a machinery plant at will, gives it a promising future. 

In addition to its good facilities, the Songjln Steel Mill envoys a good 
factory site. The ample supply of electricity, coal, ores, and the patriotic 
spirit of the local people are priceless assets , 

^■f gy ong Pukto is the center of Korean heavy industry. The core of this 
industrial center is the Chongjin Iron Mill. A part of this mill was destroyed 
by the Japanese and is still o«t of operation today. This mill, however, is 
very fortunate because of its easy access to an unlimited supply of Iran ore, 
coking coal, limestone, and other fine-quality raw materials in ne«ur by Hunan Q 
It le also conveniently located to the gasification coal produced in Kamgycng 
Potto. It is situated at the crossroads of domestic and international trans- 
portation routes • Joke ovens, a by-products manufacturing plant, shaft furnaces, 
and sintering furnaces have been cither installed recently, or are in the blue pri.it 
stage. 

Improvements made on the harbor facilities adjacent to the Choogjin Iron 
mil improved the value of this mill. The construction of a steel -rolling and 
mechanical -engineering plant was also completed. The Chcngjln Iron Mill also 
produces plastic iron as a substitute for scrap iron with which to manufacture 
steel, by using the ore duet produced at Musan, and the anthracite coal found 
all over Korea.

the Varjone llectrometallurg y Plant, vhtdr Is the Important supply aouroe 
of raw materials for the Scngjln Steel Mill, *nnf*ctur** fermalloy and Xeno- 
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silicon. The latter Is the raw material for manufacturing the important elecffc 
trie equipment, silicon plate. 

Although Korea's shipbuilding industry hae been limited to email-seal© 
building of wooden vessels, a large shipbuilding yard has been under construc- 
tion in Wonsan since last year ( 19 ^ 6 ). Although th© construction work is now 
being actively carried out. It has not yet reached completion,, Xt is expected 
that the huge shipbuilding yards and installations will be completed soon at 
Wonsan, Chongjin, and Chinn^o, and in due course there will be a large, con- 
solidated shipbuilding center built around the Chong Jin yard. 

As V- ‘ mentioned above, the engiueerlng-equipBftnt manufacturing industry 
ia already forgine ahead with its initial idrge- seal© plans. A rapid develop- 
ment is promised particularly in the manufacturing of hi gi -performance machines, 
hlg^i -precision machines, and electric machines. The same is true of the aasnu- 
f&eturlng of mining equipment, electric apparatus, railroad equipment, rolling 
stock, and the shipbuilding industry. The chemical, textile, and machine-tool 
industries will also rise to th® top. 

In view of Berth Korea's characteristic terrain, proximity to ccaatlinsa^ . 
and lack of minerals and oil, the manufacture of specific types of automobiles, 
vessels, transportation facilities, as well as specific types of construction- 
engineering equipment and suitable agricultural impleiaaate are being planned. 

Xu conjunction with this the iron- and steel-aanuf»ot wring industries are 
actively working toward perfection of their manufacturing facilities. At 
the Evangtae Iron Mill the construction of the shaft furmce is near completion. 

By 19*t8, we shall see smoke from the furnaces of the Chcngjin Iron Mill 
anve loping the whole Far last, and symbolising the everlasting wealth and 
strength of the Democratic People's Republic of Korea. 
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
